Grants Speeded Up 


M any States Will Be Un­ 
able To Qualify For 
Federal Funds 
W ASHINGTON, Oct. 22— (A P) 
— The social security board began 
a top speed drive today to com ­ 
plete arrangem ents for m aking old 
age grants to the states as soon as 
congress appropriates the m oney 
in January. 
M any states w ill be unable to 
qualify for the grants, even then, 
either because they have no pen­ 
sion laws, or because their laws 
do not jibe w ith the federal pro­ 
gram . 
The federal governm ent 
W ill offer pensions up to $15 a 
m onth for the aged needy, pro­ 
vided the states m atch the funds. 
The board is now exam ining the 
law s of the 36 states w hich have 
pension 
system s 
to 
determ ine 
w hich com ply w ith the federal 
statute. Officials said a num ber 
would have to be modified. 
So me Do n’t Co mply W ith Act. 
They have found some do not 
com ply w ith the act because they 
are optional rather than com pul- 
.sory on the counties, and because 
in some cases they have residence 
and citizenship requirem ents that 
are too .stringent. 
In order to concentrate on this 
non-contributory old age pension
